Shuttle funding 
hiked by House; 
Senate to follow 


The House of Representatives today approved a House Conference Report 
calling for $1.3 billion for the Space Shuttle program in fiscal 1977, Congres­ 
sman Robert Lagomarsino announced this morning. 
The amount is $19.5 million more than was originally appropriated for the 
shuttle program for the next fiscal year. The action was approved on a 255-20 
vote, and sim ilar approval is expected in the Senate, Lagomarsino said. 
The congressman also expects the legislation to be signed by President Ford, 
since the appropriation is less than he had asked for. 
“ There is little likelihood of a veto,” a spokesman for Lagomarsino said. 
The appropriation allocates $120 million for construction, $202.7 million for 
space flight operations and $198 million for space application. 
The funding was raised $3 million for construction, $4.5 million for flight 
operations and $12 million for space applications. 
At least a portion of the appropriation will be used for modifications neces­ 
sary at Vandenberg Air Force Base to accommodate the Space Shuttle, but an 
exact breakdown on how much would be spent at VAFB was not immediately 
available. 
Most of this appropriation is expected to be spent on the completion of the 
first vehicle, now under construction in Palmdale at the facilities of Rockwell 
International, with the flight operations funds going to the Kennedy Space 
Center program at Cape Canaveral. 
The first shuttle operations will take place from the Florida site in 1979, with 
West Coast operations slated at Vandenberg in late 1982 or early 1983. 
It has been estimated that some 600 additional personnel w ill be hired for the 
modification program at VAFB during the 1979-’81 period, resulting in an ad­ 
ditional $10 to $12 million in buying power a year in the Lompoc-Santa Maria 
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United Press International 
President Ford, who has trailed 
Ronald Reagan in delegate votes most of 
this month, is expected to pull ahead 
Monday. Whether he can hold the lead 
more than a day w ill be determined in 
Tuesday’s six primaries. 
New Y o rk ’s 136 uncom m itted 
delegates have been summoned to 
Albany Monday to declare themselves, 
and more than IOO of them — at the urg­ 
ing of Vice President Nelson Rockefeller 
— probably will come out for Ford. 
“ Timing is very important in politics,” 
said New York GOP Chairman Richard 
Rosenbaum Thursday. “ Monday is the 
day before six primaries, which will take 
place, in areas that commonly are 
described as Reagan country. I think we 
can be most effective for the President if 
we move on Monday.” 
As a result of the Albany action, Ford, 
who presently has 455 delegates, should 
pull ahead of Reagan, who has 524. 
Tuesday’s six primaries, however, all 
are in Southern and Western states, and 
Ford’s lead could be brief. 
Two prominent Democrats announced 
formation of a committee to push for 
Sen. Hubert Humphrey’s nomination. 
Rep. Paul Simon, D-Ill., and former New 
York Democratic Chairman Joseph 


Crangle said the 1968 nominee neither 
encouraged nor discouraged their effort. 
The committee will operate from a 
Washington office, they said, and will 
seek campaign funds for the Minnesota 
senator. 
And in a copyrighted story, today’s edi­ 
tions of the New York Daily News said 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy would accept a 
genuine draft for the Dem ocratic 
nomination. 
Ignoring these developm ents, 
Democratic frontrunner Jimmy Carter 
moved into California, home state of 
Gov. Edmund Brown Jr. who beat him in 
Maryland Tuesday. Carter told a 
Sacramento crowd there was little 
difference between Brown and his 
predecessor, Reagan. 
He said Brown “ talks about the 
problems but never gives a solution ... 
attacks big government but makes his 
the largest state bureaucracy in the na­ 
tion ... pledges to serve a full term as 
California’s governor but leaps at the 
first opportunity to seek the presidential 
nomination when his term is not half 
over.” 
Brown and Frank Church campaigned 
for Tuesday’s Oregon primary, criticiz­ 
ing Reagan’s vows to fight if necessary 
to keep the Panama Canal. 


NATO foreign ministers 
give warning to Russia 


OSLO, Norway (U P I) — Foreign 
Ministers of the 15 NATO nations warned 
today that the Soviet Union risks a new 
arms race by its m ilitary buildup and a 
breakdown in detente with its interven­ 
tion in Angola. 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
and his allies spent seven hours talking 
here over two days in one of the shortest 
and least eventful of their semiannual 
meetings. 
One reason for the speed of the session 
was the prior agreement that the main 
problem facing NATO— the prospect 
that Communists might win cabinet 
seats in Italian elections next month— 
should not be discussed. 
Instead, the ministers concentrated on 
East-West relations They reaffirmed 
their determination to keep up the 
West’s defenses, but viewed some Soviet 
actions with alarm. 
“ The sustained growth in the Warsaw 
Pact countries’ m ilitary power (is) 
beyond levels apparently justified for 
defensive purposes,” the NATO 
m inisters’ final communique said. 
“ Should this trend continue, it could lead 
to an arms race of dangerous dimen­ 
sions.” 
There can be East-West detente, they 
said, only if both sides “ exercise 
restraint, both in their relations with 
each other and in their actions in other 
parts of the world.’’ 
Other trouble spots on NATO’s 
southern and northern flanks—in 
Iceland, Greece and Turkey-were 
almost ignored in official sessions. Some 


were dealt with, but not solved, in 
private bilateral sessions. 


Icelandic Foreign Minister Einar 
Agustsson warned that his nation might 
decide within six months to become the 
first country to quit NATO unless the 
alliance at least tries to get British 
frigates out of Icelandic waters. 


But Agustsson made the threat only to 
reporters. Officials said the issue was 
softpedaled in the formal ministerial 
meeting. Agustsson said a meeting on 
the subject with British Foreign 
Secretary Anthony Crosland produced 
“ no progress.” 
, The possibility that Communists might 
win cabinet posts in Italy’s government 
after elections June 20-21 was ruled off 
limits for discussion at the formal ses­ 
sion, out of diplomatic regard for the 
sensitivities of Italy, a NATO member. 
When Kissinger appeared to be raising 
the subject, NATO Secretary General 
Joseph Luns cut him off, diplomats said. 
Kissinger’s aides later denied the report. 
Kissinger put considerable diplomatic 
effort into trying to revive peace moves 
on Cyprus, which has bedeviled relations 
between Greece and Turkey, both NATO 
nations. 
The secretary had breakfast Thursday 
with Greek Foreign Minister Dimitrios 
Bitsios and planned breakfast today with 
Turkish Foreign Minister Ihsan Sabri 
Caglayangil. The Greek and Turkish 
ministers were scheduled to meet each 
other Saturday. 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The cost of 
living increased 0.4 per cent in April as 
the inflation rate picked up slightly after 
a lull in the first quarter of 1976, the 
Labor Department said today. 
A surge in food prices was responsible 
for much of the overall increase, which 
compared to rises of 0.1 per cent in 
February and 0.2 per cent in March. 
But government economists still con­ 
sidered the April increase to be a 
moderate one, and even suggested that 
inflation for the whole year might fall 
below original estimates of 6 per cent. 
“ Inflation is still not eating our leg off 
— it’s still moderate,” remarked an ex­ 
pert in the department’s Bureau of 
Labor Statistics. 
The April increase was identical to last 
January and represented a compound an­ 
nual rate of more than 5 per cent. The 
average monthly increase during the 
first quarter of 1976 was slightly more 
than 0.2 per cent, reflecting a compound 
annual rate of less than 3 per cent. 
Herman Liebling, the Treasury’s top 
economist, acknowledged the April 
report reflects “ superficially a doubling 
of inflation” over the previous two 
months. “ We could not expect it to con­ 
tinue at that very, very low rate,” he 
said. 
But Liebling emphasized that “ on the 
whole, it was a good reading — and even 
more impressive because it occurred 
while food prices were rising.” 
“ W ith coninued good economic 
management,” he added, “ the inflation 
rate w ill be around 6 per cent, or possibly 
even below 6 per cent.” 
A relaxation of inflation in the erat of 
retail services, combined with a con­ 
tinued slack in non-food commodities, 
helped offset the first increase in food 
prices this year. 
The Consumer Price Index stood at 
168.2 in April, up 6.1 per cent over the 
last year. That means retail goods and 
services crating $100 in 1967, now cost 
$168.20. 
The report eased the worst fears of 
some economists that the nation might 
experience a strong inflationary surge 
after a remarkably good first quarter. It 
also lent substance to President Ford’s 
campaign claims that his conservative 
economic policies have helped ease the 
pressure on the consumer pocketbook. 
Food prices jumped 0.6 per cent, 
ending a three-month decline. But the 0.5 
per cent increase in services proved to 
be the smallest rise since last August, 
and an 0.3 per cent increase in other 
commodities simply continued a recent 
trend. 
Used car prices were largely responsi­ 
ble for the increase in non-food com­ 
modities, the third consecutive monthly 
increase. Fuel oil and coal prices in­ 
creased for the first time in six months, 
accompanied by price rises for apparel 
and household goods. 
A surge in*the cost of fresh fruits and 
vegetables, coffee, pork, poultry and 
dairy products forced grocery prices up 
0.7 per cent.

Typhoon rakes Guam 
with high velocity winds

AGANA, Guam (U P I) - Typhoon 
Pamela raked the American island of 
Guam with 150 mile-an-hour winds to­ 
day, churning up 10-foot waves that 
swept ashore and cut the island’s main 
highway to the south. 
Authorities said at least 30,000 persons 
- one third of the island’s population - 
were stranded in the southern portion 
when the highway was washed out. 
There were no immediate reports of 
casualties from Pamela, which killed IO 
persons when it hit the Caroline islands 
three days ago. 
About 1,500 miles west, a second 
typhoon - Olga - hit the island of Luzon 
in the Philippines. Flash floods from 
Olga already have killed 22 persons. 
In Guam, Typhoon Pamela — with 
gusts up to 190 miles per hour - slowed 
its forward progress to about six miles 
per hour as it approached the peanut­ 
shaped. 30-mile long island from the 


southeast, according to the weather 
bureau. 
The storm dumped heavy rains along 
coastal areas, uprooted trees, and 
threatened 
Guam’s 
m illion-dollar 
vegetable crop. 
Whipping into a supertyphoon as it 
rolled across the Pacific, Pamela hit 
Truk in the western Caroline islands 600 
miles southeast of Guam Tuesday, 
touching off mudslides that killed at 
least IO persons 
M ilitary and civilian authorities in 
Guam ordered residents to move into 
typhoon shelters and police were ordered 
to abandon their patrols and take cover. 
In the Philippines, Typhoon Olga, with 
winds of 87 miles an hour, hit ll 
provinces as it roared inland today. 
Olga dumped more than 16 inches of 
rain on Manila in the last two days, 
producing flash floods that drove more 
than 20,000 persons from their homes.

Cabrillo High School readying for bac­

All five candidates who hope to suc­ 
ceed Fourth District Supervisor Francis 
H. Beattie, fielded questions from a pan­ 
el of newsmen last night in a Press Club- 
Chamber of Commerce forum. 
The dinner meeting attracted 85 
persons including supporters of the 
various candidates. 
Moderator Harry Crompe, editor of 
the Record, opened the proceedings at 
7:58 p.m. with the comment that the sl­ 
ate of candidates and the campaign 
generally was “ the most interesting in 
my 17 years in Lompoc.” Then he in­ 
troduced the panel of newsmen con­ 
sisting of Dick Anderson, Santa Barbara 
News-Press; Dick Praul, Lompoc 
Record; and Bob Janacek, Radio Station 
KLOM. 
Before turning the floor over to the 
newsmen, however, Crompe read brief 
biographies of the candidates. 
The panelists rotated their questions 
back and forth among the candidates. 
There were few if any fireworks and few 
if any surprises. 
During the course of the 90-minute con­ 
frontation. the candidates made the 
following statements or discussed the 
following subjects: 
Robert Hedlund: Hedlund called for 
the development of clean industry to 
broaden the tax base; charged that 
cronyism — “ providing positions for 
one s friends” — was rampant in the 
Fourth District; said “ We’ve played 
musical chairs” with the positions, and 
later named Harley Craig as one of those 
who served on several bodies; called for 
cuts in the county budget; said county 
employes should have modest salary 
raises; called for bringing county fees in 
line with costs; said employes have a 
right to protest what they feel are unfair 
labor practices; defended his acceptance 
of a campaign donation from a wealthy 
individual , appealed for an adequate job 
program for youth. 


Robert LiUey: Lilley said " I’m my 
own man, I have my own ideas about 
county government” — a declaration in 
answer to a question about his ability to 
be independent of Beattie, who has en­ 
dorsed him; said he would listen to all 
sides of a question before making a 
decision; said the importation of 
Feather River project water was the 
“ only feasible program” for supplemen­ 
tal water; explained that higher per 
capita costs for county government com­ 
pared to other counties was due in part to 
the fact that “ we’re executive topheavy, 
we have more chiefs than most coun­ 
ties” ; supported proposals for consolida­ 
tion of various county government 
departments; said he would act to 
eliminate the block voting on the county 
planning commission; explained that his 
oft quoted remark about the environmen­ 
tal movement creating a "new in­ 
dustry," was based on the more 
sophisticated information that is now 
available to legislative bodies; said the 
needs of people came first, with him, 
however, and noted: “ if that displaces 
an occasional jackrabbit, I’m sorry.” 


Phyllis White: White said the current 
supervisor’s salary of $17,325 a year 
would be sufficient for her, because she 
doesn’t have to support herself, but 
might not be enough for a man with a 
family, said she d like to see more 
women seeking political office and 
declared: “ I’d like to see the time when 
women are involved in all facets of life” ; 
said relative costs should dictate where 
indigent patients seek medical as­ 
sistance; made a pitch to preserve 
a g ric u ltu ra l land from urban 
encroachment; said “ property taxes are 
getting out of hand,” and proposed 
limiting property taxes to the amount 
needed to serve that land; declared that 
school support taxes should be on a

basis, welfare on a federal 


Alberta Morgan: Morgan said the 
Santa Ynez and Guadalupe areas were 
crucial to the election, with zoning on the 
one hand and housing on the other being 
the major questions; said, at first, that 
she approved proposals for consolidation 
of the county fire department with other 
agencies for economy, but turned 
thumbs down on proposals for consolida­ 
tion of all law enforcement agencies in 
the county; but moments later backed 
off from the question of consolidation 
when it developed that the question had 
referred to the consolidation of county 
departments; said she approved the 
proposed split of the county into north 
and south segments; said the importa­ 
tion of state project water was crucial 
for the north county; defended her 
frequent appeal for more citizen input 
into government because, she declared: 
“ Our representatives have forgotten 
what representation means” ; said the 
small budget of her campaign would per­ 
m it her to assume office without 
allegiance to any person.

"U TI take strong leadership to direct 
county government, to shape up or ship 
out ; if the county administrator doesn’t 
do the job, get rid of him ” ; cited his ex­ 
amples illustrating “ mismanagement in 
county government” ; said, “ we have not 
had strong enough leadership to get rid 
of the dead wood in county government; 
defended his use of the designation, 
“ businessman” on the election ballot; 
said incorporation might be beneficial 
for Solvang; suggested a moratorium on 
the “ down-zoning” program under way 
in the Santa Ynez Valley; declared that 
“ people in the valley have to have con­ 
trol over their own destiny — everyone is 
confused, we should start over” (on the 
whole question of zoning); said there 
needed to be a reordering of priorities in 
county government; and declared “ I’d 
tell the county administrator, he’d better 
trim the fat. There should be a 
reasonable wage increase for county 
employes;” said he sees growth along 
Highway 101 mainly in urbanized areas; 
defended the illfated Highway I bypass 
project; said the defunct Harris Grade 
highway improvement project makes 
“ no sense” ; and finally touted tourism 
and said the Surf area was prime for 
recreational development.” 
Judge ruled not eligible

SACRAMENTO (U P I) — Santa Clara 
County Superior Court Judge John T. 
Racanelli is not eligible to serve on the 
Agricultural Labor Relations Board, ac­ 
cording to a legislative counsel’s opinion. 
Assemblyman William Thomas, R- 
Bakersfield, received the opinion from 
Legislative Counsel George Murphy 
which stated that membership on the 
ALRB could not be considered holding a 
“ judicial office” or having “ judicial 
employment." 


The state Constitution does not permit 
the appointment of a judge to a prat 
other than a "ju d icial office" ar 
“ judicial employment” during his term 
of office as a judge. 
On March 16, Gov. Edmund G. Brown 
Jr. announced his intention to appoint 
Racanelli to replace Joe C. Ortega on the 
board but was challenged immediately 
on the grounds it would not be permitted 
by the Constitution. The governor has not 
followed up his announcement by of­ 
ficially making the appointment. 


Meantime, the subject of appoint­ 
ments to the mothballed board was dis­ 
cussed Thursday at a meeting of Brown 
and Democratic legislators. 
Following the meeting. Senate Presi­ 
dent Pro Tem James Mills said Brown 
was “ told he won t get farm labor funds 
in the budget unless he makes appoint- 
ments (to the board) and he 
acknowledged it.” 
The governor later told reporters 
“ there is a possibility” he could make 
appointments to the board “ next week or 
over the weekend.” 
But Brown added. “ Nobody wants a 
job that is in the middle of controversy 
and doesn't pay anything ” The five- 
member board stopped conducting secret 
ballot elections for farm workers Feb. 6 
due to a lack of funds and since has lost 
its quorum 
Brown said he was willing to let 
legislators “ look at the names I am con­ 
sidering” for three vacancies on the 
board

The likelihood that the county 
would not save money by con­ 
solidating the County Planning 
Department and the Office of 
Environmental Quality (OEQ) 
is expected to be a principal 
finding when results of a study 
of such a proposal are given to 
the Board of Supervisors soon. 


Likewise, a study directed at 
looking at possible practicality 
of combining a number of 
county departm ents into a 
single resources department — 
including planning and en­ 
vironmental offices — is also 
reported to conclude the county 
would not come out ahead 
moneywise under such a giant 
combination. 


The studies carried out by the 
County Administrative Office 
had been sought by the Board of 
Supervisors. Supervisor James 
M. Slater had proposed the 
study on the possibility of a 
giant resources agency, while 
Supervisor Robert E. Kallman 
asked for a scrutiny looking 
toward amalgamation of the en­ 
vironmental office into the 
planning office under Planning 
Director Britt Johnson. 


Kallman had been quoted 
previously as saying that if no 
money savings could be 
realized by the merger, he 
would not be greatly interested 
in having it. But that was before 
a Grand Jury report came out 
calling for an overhaul of the 
environmental office, the tak­ 
ing away of its independent 
powers to set up environmental 
impact disclosure of projects 
and putting it into a “second

True, you seldom hear or 
read about incidents of rape in 
beautiful Valley of the Flowers. 
But they happen. 
Twenty-five rape cases were 
reported to the Lompoc Rape 
Crisis Center in the past 18 
months. In addition, ten at­ 
tempted rapes and five child 
molestation 
incidents 
were 
reported. 
“Rape happens more often 
than anyone cares to think 
about. People don’t like to think 
of it. It’s not a pretty topic,” 
Jan Gill, Rape Crisis director, 
said yesterday. 
Rape C r i s is b e g a n in 
December 1974. To finance the 
center, there have been bake 
sales and car washes. Dona­ 
tions from civic clubs have 
been received and a first annual 
men’s fashion show was put on 
last year. 
The second annual fashion 
show will be held on September 
18 and a membership drive will 
be conducted all during June. 
An ordinary citizen may think 
that the efforts of Rape Crisis 
to raise funds and recruit new 
members is unnecessary and a 
bit absurd since rape is fairly 
unheard of in Lompoc. 
Well, Mrs. Gill disagrees. 
“I’m on the hotline and have 
received calls at two and three 
in the morning and have been to 
the hospital and talked to the 
victims. It’s not a pretty 
picture,” she said. 
She estimates that of the 25 
rapes reported to Rape Crisis, 
probably four or five of them

were reported to the police. So, 
only those few would have been 
recorded in the newspaper. 


Law enforcement agencies 
estimated that, nationwide, one 
out of every IO rapes are 
reported. 
Why? 


Mrs. Gill answers. “She has 
family and friends and there 
are still people who apply dou­ 
ble standards and those who say 
she asked for it. 


“It is our theory that every 


woman has the right to say no,” 
she added. 
Rape Crisis has 35 members, 
12 work on the hotline. Victims 
call 6-RAPE and are im ­ 
mediately patched in to the 
home of that hour’s volunteer 
by an answering service. 
According to Rape Crisis 
literature, volunteers “function 
as concerned persons and not as 
professionals, and in this man­ 
ner, are able to help a victim by 
supporting her wishes and her 
rights. We are able to work in 
conjunction with the physi­ 
cians, hospitals and law en­ 
forcement agencies, when the 
victim decides she w iuld like 
our help in these areas, to in­ 
sure that she receives any 
necessary medical attention 
and knows what will happen 
during 
th e 
p o l i c e 
i n ­ 
vestigation.” 
Volunteers do not insist that 
victims make a police report, 
that is left entirely up to the 
victim. 
“ We provide a se r v ic e 
whether people think so or 
not,” said Mrs. Gill. “If we help 
one person a year I think we’re 
doing our job.” 
Rape can happen to any 
woman in all segm ents of 
society, she also noted. 
“It happens to nice women 
too.” she said. 
Rape Crisis conducts a 
“speaker’s bureau.” Tuesday 
night at 7:30. Stanley M. Roden, 
district attorney, will speak on 
“Rape: A View Through Legal 
Eyes” at the Lompoc Library. 
The event is open to the 
public.

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Missile 
mission 
debate 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - De­ 
fense Secretary Donald H. 
Rum sfeld denies th at the 
nuclear-tipped sea launched 
cruise missile is a weapon 
without a mission. But Penta­ 
gon spokesmen have trouble 
spelling out precisely what it 
would do. 
No administration official 
will say publicly that the SLCM 
is a weapon to be traded away 
in the SALT arm s control 
talks. 
But the best explanation the 
spokesmen have is its use in the 
complicated war game played 
by the two superpowers in 
lab o rato ries and m eeting 
rooms in Moscow and Washing­ 
ton. in which the presence of a 
weapon can be justified by the 
way it forces the other side to 
worry about it. 
This might make the fight for 
the SLCM harder in the Senate, 
which must vote next week on 
whether to suspend money for 
research into the strategic ver­ 
sion of the missile as part of the 
$31.9 billion weapons bill. The 
Armed Services Committee ap­ 
proved the program because of 
SALT considerations. 
It supported the non-nuclear, 
sea launched version and the 
nuclear version launched from 
a plane, which could be used to 
attack Soviet air defenses that 
might stop B52 bombers. 
Nicknamed Tomahawk, the 
SLCM can be launched from a 
submarine or surface ship, and 
earlier this week it had its third 
test launch from an airplane. It 
is expected to have great ac­ 
curacy and could deliver a 
nuclear punch over a 2,000-mile 
range. 
Asked on April 25 whether the 
SLCM was a missile without a 
mission. Rumsfeld said, "the 
doctrine that would be used 
with respect to any new 
weapons system is never fully 
developed prior to a certain 
point in the developm ent 
program ... that of course does 
not mean the conclusion that 
you suggested, that it is a 
weapon without a mission." 
But in a recently declassified 
hearing of Sen. Thomas McIn­ 
tyre’s Armed Services subcom­ 
m ittee. Pentagon research 
director Malcolm R. Currie had 
trouble spelling it out. 
Asked what SLCM would do. 
he said: ‘‘The mission is not dif­ 
ferent in kind than the mission 
that obviously would be per­ 
formed by the ALCM and the 
bomber that goes with it. It 
would just present a greater 
problem for the Soviet plan- 
ner." 
Tricky work 
slated for 
Viking landing 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Pro- 
ject scientists are confident the 
machinery will work but it will 
take a little luck to successfully 
land the Viking I spacecraft in 
an apparent ancient river 
drainage basin on Mars July 4. 


The problem is the best 
photographs of the 90 by 190 
mile landing zone will be taken 
before the descent. The pic­ 
tures will not be able to detect 
obstructions much smaller than 
a football field. Right now. 
hazards could be a half-mile in 
size and no one would know. 


‘‘There’s no question there’s 
some risk." said mission direc­ 
tor A T. Young at a space 
agency news conference Thurs­ 
day. ‘‘When you go exploring, 
you take risks." 
The Viking is now 4.3 million 
miles from the red planet, and 
171 million miles from Cape 
C an av eral w here it was 
launched last Aug. 20. Viking is 
approaching Mars at 6,000 
miles per hour and is slowly ac­ 
celerating under the pull of 
Martian gravity. 
The three-ton spacecraft is 
scheduled to swing into orbit 
around Mars on June 19.

Reagan ruled out as 
Ford's running mate 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
President Ford said today he 
was not considering his Repub­ 
lican presidential opponent, 
Ronald Reagan, as a possible 
vice presidential running mate. 
"I have read that Mr. Reagan 
does not want to be considered 
for vice president and I have to 
take him at his word." Ford 
said in response to a question 
from a group of Tennessee 
reporters. "Under those cir­ 
cumstances he is not being con­ 
sidered." 
In the past, Ford has said he 
would not rule out Regean as 
his running mate. 
Ford held a half-hour news 
conference with editors, report­ 
ers and broadcasters from Ten­ 
nessee. the site of one of the six 
primaries lo be contested Tues­ 
day. 
The President will leave on a 
four-day campaign trip to the 
West Coast Saturday morning. 
He will be seeking votes in 
Oregon, California and Nevada 
before returning to Washington 
Tuesday. 
Ford said he was optimistic 
that he would gain "a few more 
delegates" than Reagan in the 
six primaries Tuesday, adding 
that the Tennessee and Ken­ 
tucky races “are probably go­ 
ing to be very close. 


The President said the fact 
Reagan visited the home of Sen. 
Howard H. Baker, R-Tenn., 
Thursday was “ a proper 
demonstration of Tennessee 
hospitality."

MANILA. The Philippines 
(U PI) — Six arm ed men

The plane, a short-distance 
BACH! twin-engine jet, was on 
the return leg of a roundtrip 
flight from Manila to Davao. 
450 miles southeast of Manila, 
when the hijackers took control 
and diverted the a irc ra ft 
farther south to the major 
seaport city of Zamboanga. 
PAL spokesman Enrique San­ 
tos said the plane carried 103 
passengers—including the hi­ 
jackers—and a crew of six.

OSLO. Norway (UPI) — 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger said today he had no 
African policy differences with 
President Ford, but added that 
he may have critics "mumbling 
something in the corridors of 
the White House." 
Asked at a news conference if 
he felt he was being "undercut 
by the White House" on African 
policy, Kissinger said, "Abso­ 
lutely not...there are absolutely 
no differences on Africa be­ 
tween the White House and 
myself. 
"This does not mean that 
there may not be this or that 
person, who has nothing to do 
with foreign policy, who may be 
mumbling something in the cor­ 
ridors of the White House.” he 
said. 
In Washington, some political 
supporters of Ford criticized 
K issinger’s trip to Africa 
earlier this month. 
They said his call for sup­ 
porting black majority rule, for 
aiding black African nations 
economically, and for repealing 
the so-called Byrd amendment 
that benefits white-governed 
Rhodesia’s chrome sales, did

can presidential nomination. 
Kissinger stressed at the 
news conference his agreement 
and support for and with Ford 
on African policy. He said the 
President reviewed and direct­ 
ed his plans before the African 
mission.

Tent towns 
rising in 
Central Asia 


MOSCOW (UPI) — Vast 
makeshift towns of tents and 
trailers are rising in Soviet 
Central Asia to house thousands 
of persons left homeless in 
Monday’s devastating earth­ 
quake. 
The Soviet government 
Thursday announced top priori­ 
ty for the relief effort and said 
army units, columns of mech­ 
anized vehicles and construc­ 
tion crews are pouring into the 
region to render aid. 
In the first detailed account 
of the extent of the destruction, 
the Tass news agency reported 
massive property damage in 
areas of three southern repub­ 
lics as a result of the quake and 
simultaneous landslides. 
The areas are about 2,000 
miles southeast of Moscow near 
th e 
C h i n a - A f g h a n i s t a n 
border. 
Tass said several persons 
were killed during the earth­ 
quake and several others were 
injured, but did not elaborate. 
Uzbekistan was apparently 
the worst hit by the quake, 
which measured between 8 and 
9 on the Soviet scale of 12, a 
level more powerful than the 
quake earlier this month in 
northern Italy that killed more 
than 900 persons. 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Jimmy Carter, saying he sniffs 
victory in a state he once ex­ 
pected to lose, abandoned plans 
for a weekend at home in 
Georgia to spend three more 
days in Oregon, pressing his 
front-running campaign for the 
Democratic presidential nomi­ 
nation. 
Carter’s campaign officials 
announced the switch Thursday 
during a foray onto the home 
turf of California Gov. Edmund 
G. Brown Jr. 
They denied the move is 
meant to head off the Oregon 
campaigns of his late starting 
rivals — Brown, who upset 
Carter in Maryland, and Sen. 
Frank Church of Idaho, who 
defeated Carter in Nebraska. 
The Carter campaign had 
earlier conceded “not explicit­ 
ly. but in so many words that 
we expected to get beat in 
Oregon,” said Press Secretary 
Jody Powell.

The stage has been set and the Danish-American community of 
Solvang awaits the arrival of Her Majesty Queen Margrethe II of 
Denmark and Prince Henrik Sunday afternoon. 
Certain to further strengthen the ties between Solvang, founded 
65 years ago as the first Danish-American colony on the Pacific 
Coast, the arrival of the royal couple, who are on a bicentennial 
tour of the United States, has been anticipated and planned weeks 
in advance. 
The all-out community effort to welcome the 37-year queen of 
the world’s oldest monarchy and Prince Henrik, who was born in 
France 42 years ago, will be marked by her arrival at about I p.m. 
Sunday at Svendsgaard’s Lodge in Solvang. 
She and the prince will come to Solvang from Santa Barbara 
where they will be met by Erik Pedersen, head of the committee 
arranging the couple’s welcome in Solvang, and Dr. Mario A. Del 
Chiaro of UCSB and Mrs. Del Chiaro. The queen once was an 
archeology student of Dr. Del Chiaro and both he and his wife will 
be special guests at a luncheon to be given in the queen and 
prince’s honor at about 1:30 in the Bethania Lutheran Church 
Parish Hall. 
Prior to the start of the luncheon, the queen and prince, parents 
of two sons. Prince Frederik, 8, and Prince Joachim, 7, will be 
feted at small reception in the hall’s adjoining Fireside Room. 
With American and Danish flags unfurled, the queen and prince 
will be ushered into the parish hall. The national anthems of the 
United States and Denmark will be sung and invocation will be 
given by the Rev. Carlo Petersen, pastor of the Bethania Church, 
who will be the luncheon’s master of ceremonies. 
The luncheon menu, prepared by internationally renowned Chef 
George Peterson of the Danish Inn, who, during his many years 
has prepared food for Europe’s royalty, will include: 
Golden papaya stuffed with fresh fruit flavored with grand mar­ 
rier. petit filet mignon en crouton topped with sauce bearnaise and 
a turned mushroom: whole tomato stuffed with spinach souffle; 
potatoes Parisienne;

sert which Peterson said will be “ created especially for this 
memorable occasion.’’ 
Embellishing the luncheon will be rose of carbernet sauvignon 
and white Johannesberg Riesling, 1975 vintages from the Firestone 
Vineyard in the Santa Ynez Valley. 
During the luncheon entertainment will be provided by the 
Solvang Family Folk Dancers and Axel Johnson, pianist and com­ 
poser. 
At the end of the luncheon the royal pair will visit Bethania 
Lutheran Church, Solvang Lutheran Home and Santa Ynez Valley 
Recovery Residence. 
Their two-plus hours in Solvang will end with a motor tour of 
downtown Solvang before leaving for Santa Barbara. 
The queen last came to Solvang in 1960 as a 19-year-old princess. 
At that time she was feted at a luncheon and reception at the one 
time Palacio del Rio and later went from shop to shop in Solvang 
before visiting the Lutheran Church and Lutheran Home. 
She is the second member of the royal Danish family to come to 
Solvang. Her late father and mother, Frederik IX, and Queen

(U P I) - 
The cast of characters grew as 
participants gathered for the 
opening round today of the legal 
struggle over Howard Hughes’ 
$2 5 billion fortune, the biggest 
Probate Court b attle in 
American legal history. 


An army of attorneys was ex­ 
pected to crowd into the 100- 
seat courtroom for the first 
hearing on the “ Mormon w ill,” 
the only one of 18 documents 
filed to date taken seriously 
enough to be submitted for 
probate 


Little action was expected in 
the first session of what also 
could become one of the 
nation's longest legal procee­ 
dings The judge and lawyers 
involved predict it will take 
years, decades or perhaps 
“ generations." 


Lawyers expected proceed­ 
ings to be delayed by the many 
challenges to the will, or at 
most to deal with procedural 
questions 


Law yers appeared from 
many states. Among those ex­ 
pected was Texas Attorney 
General John Hill. Hughes’ 
could be claimed as a Texas 
resident, and the "w ill" left 
part of the fortune to the 
University of Texas 


Involved in the struggle, with 
the list growing daily, are 16 
persons claiming kinship to the 
dead billionaire: the Summa 
Corp. he formed to administer 
his financial empire: a former 
top aide: five handwriting 
analysts, who cannot agree: a 
purported desert Good Samari­ 
tan and other persons and in­ 
stitutions named in the docu­ 
ment 


Waiting in the wings, or tak­ 
ing up other actions are local, 
state and federal governments 
and crim inal investigators 
curious about the many ob­ 
viously forged “ w ills." 


Handwriting analyst Michael 
Krandz of Rindge. Md., Thurs­ 
day examined the three-page, 
handwritten document that ap­ 
peared on a desk in Mormon 
Church headquarters in Salt 
lake City. He was the fifth 
analyst to examine the docu­ 
ment and the third hired bv 
Noah Dietrich, a Hughes aide 
for more than 20 years, named 
executor in the disputed docu­ 
ment

brain 


B E R K E L E Y . Calif. (U P I) - 
Birth control pills may inhibit 
the brain s development, ac­ 
cording to a University of 
California professor of anato­ 
my. 


Dr. Marian C. Diamond said 
Thursday that studies showed 
female sex hormones contained 
in birth control pills lim it 
development of the cerebral 
cortex, the part of the brain 
which controls intelligence. 


She said her research dis­ 
closed female rats injected 
with a hormone equivalent to a 
popular birth control p ill 
showed significantly less deve­ 
lopment of the cerebral cortex 
than rats not given the hor­ 
mone. 
The scientist, who discussed 
her research at a meeting spon­ 
sored by the Campus Women’s 
Center, said the studies on rats 
might not hold true for humans. 
She added, however, "W hy en­ 
courage women to continue to 
elevate their hormonal levels if 
we are at all suspicious it may 
have an inhibiting effect on 
t h e ir 
n o rm a l 
brain 
development?" 
The new studies, using 
norethynodrel. a synthetic form 
(rf the female hormone, in the 
same proportion to weight that 
is used in common birth control 
pills, produced rats with 7 per 
cent less developed cortexes 
than a control group. Dr Dia­ 
mond said. 
A second study showed that 
female rats whose ovaries were 
removed at birth had greater 
brain development than a con­ 
trol group left intact, raising 
the possibility that normal 
levels of female sex hormones 
also may have a limiting effect 
on cerebral growth. 
“ With more than nine million 
women in the world on elevated 
ovarian hormones to act as con­ 
traceptives.” 
the professor 
said, “ it is of great importance 
that we understand what effect 
these hormones have on the 
cerebral cortex, the highest in­ 
tellectual area of the brain." 
The discovery about the pill's 
possible effect on the brain 
grew out of earlier studies 
showing that rats raised in a 
challenging environment have 
larger brains than those raised 
in an unehallenging environ­

WASHINGTON (U P I) - Au­ 
thors of the Democratic plat­ 
form were visibly unmoved by 
much of the rhetoric they heard 
this week from special interest 
groups seeking to sell their 
ideas on issues* big and small. 
At the end of the four-day 
hearing Thursday, fewer than 
40 of the Democratic Platform 
Com mittee's 154 members 
were present to hear testimony. 
And only a few of those will 
serve on a smaller drafting 
group that begins work in early 
June. 
Even the chairman. Gov. 
Wendell Anderson of M in­ 
nesota. left before the hearings 
ended Thursday. 
Most witnesses called for full 
employment and a repudiation 
of Republican foreign policy — 
two items destined to be in­ 
cluded in the platform. 
But the hearings otherwise 
shed little light on the final 
shape and form of the 
Democratic platform planks. 
Nearly IOO witnesses repre­ 
senting blacks. 
Hispanics, 
women, labor, elderly, busi­ 
ness. farm ers, consumers, 
mayors, governors, county of­ 
ficials. Jews. Catholics. Protes­ 
tants. and energy interests 
paraded before the commit­ 
tee's final hearings. 
Few of them were given 
enough time to read their 
prepared statements, and the 
committee asked very few 
questions. 
Although the Democrats have 
pledged the platform-writing 
process will be more open in 
1976 than ever before, many 
special interest witnesses went 
away saying they may have to 
do some back-room lobbying 
for their positions 


The only testimony that 
brought the committee mem­ 
bers to their feet in applause * 
came from Sens. 
Hubert 
Humphrey. D-Minn.. and Ed­ 
ward Kennedy. D-Mass., both 
of whom delivered campaign- 
style attacks on Republican 
policies. 


The lesser-known witnesses 
with specific programs to sell 
were forced to resort to other 
tactics of persuasion 


Rev Jesse Jackson of Chica­ 
go. for example, resorted to 
form of blackmail by threaten­ 
ing that blacks will stay away 
from the polls — causing the 
Democrats to lose the 1976 elec­ 
tion — if the platform does not 
outline specific goals for them. 


Fred Harris sought to pro­ 
mote a plan for breaking up the 
big oil companies by suggesting 
he was prepared to fight for it 
on the floor of the Democratic 
National Convention.

But he hasn’t had a job since he was 
cut by George Allen and the Washington 
Redskins before last season. He admit­ 
ted Thursday that he’s been getting un­ 
employment compensation for the past 
three months. 
“At this point. I really don’t care what 
people think about it,” Fleming said. 
“I’m not working and I’m eligible to 
receive it. so why shouldn’t I? I don’t 
think it’s wrong. 
“At first. I had a guilt feeling but I 
don’t any more. Those people who don’t 
think it’s right would be the first to go on 
unemployment if they were out of 
work.” 
A soft-spoken bachelor, Fleming, 34, 
was trimmed by the Redskins just before 
his 13th NFL season was to begin. He’s 
now an aspiring actor. 
“Hey, I saved my money,” he said. 
“Records and victories and memories 
are fine but there’s only one thing you’re 
in pro football for — that’s the money. 
I’m certainly not what you’d call wealthy 
but I prepared myself for the day when I 
wouldn’t have an income from pro foot­ 
ball. 
“I won t be on unemployment very 
long. My acting career is going fantastic 
and I should have something very big 
before the year is out. I’m talking about 
some type of film. 
“I don’t want to be a Jimmy Brown or 
an O.J. Simpson. In fact, I don’t want to 
be Marv Fleming. I just want to be a 
creative actor.” 
“I don’t think this publicity hurts me 
at all. In fact, it probably helps. As long 
as they spell my name right.” 
Fleming, who was a tight end, played 
seven seasons in Green Bay with VUice 
Lombardi. Then he spent five years with 
the Dolphins and Don Shula. He was ship­ 
ped to the Redskins for the negotiating 
rights to Charley Harraway and a draft 
choice. 
After he was cut by Washington, he

Tax showdown: 
Sonics vs. IRS 
SEATTLE (UPI) - The Seattle Super­ 
sonics have been selected by the Internal 
Revenue Service for a test case challeng­ 
ing the practice of depreciating for tax 
purposes the cost of players needed to 
stock a new team. 
The IRS made its first challenge of 
these tax deductions 14 months ago in a 
case involving the Atlanta Falcons of the 
National Football League. The judge in 
that case reached a compromise deci­ 
sion allowing some of Atlanta’s 
depreciation claims. Both sides have ap­ 
pealed 
Sam Schulman, president of the 
National Basketball Association Sonics, 
said, that if the IRS is successful in its 
challenge of his team, “a franchise’s 
value would be much smaller because of 
the loss of tax benefits. It would apply 
probably to all sports, a precedent for all 
future decisions.” 
Sonics owners contend that when the 
club was created in 1967. $150,000 of the 
$1.75 milion purchase price was the fran­ 
chise value They maintain the remain­ 
ing $16 million was player costs which 
could be depreciated for five years at 
$320,000 a year. The player depreciation 
amounted to a write-off that helped the 
club cut its tax burden. 
The NBA franchise, now owned by 
First Northwest Industries of America, 
Inc., was notified in 1972 that an IRS 
audit indicated the Sonics had allowed 
too much for depreciation. The tax 
agency said it would recognize only 
$450,000, not $1.6 million. The IRS said 
First Northwest owed a total of $140,000 
in back taxes. 
First Northwest then filed a petition 
asking for a tax court hearing Hiat

He pitched a no-hitter and became 
an overnight Hollywood celebrity. An 
auto dealer gave him a new Caddy con­ 
vertible, and Bo and Dean Chance would 
cruise the streets of Hollywood, trolling 
for movie starletts. 
Who could honestly say they didn’t 
envy guys like Bo and Leon “Daddy 
Wags” Wagner, whose symbol of 
coolness was a convertible? 
Convertibles are part of baseball tradi­ 
tion. 
They used to have “days” for popular 
players, where fans and the ballclub 
would load up the local hero with expen­ 
sive gifts. I’ve seen a hundred newspaper 
pictures of such “days.” In each, the 
hero is standing at the microphone at 
home plate, surrounded by his wife, 
children and assorted stereos, motorcy­ 
cles and fishing poles.

Proposition 8 


Voters are being called upon 
June 8 in deciding Proposition 
8 to amend the California Con­ 
stitution to allow the deposit of 
public funds in any savings and 
loan association in the state, 
rather than restricting such 
deposits to banks. 
A main advantage to the 
passage of this measure is 
simple. Savings and loan as­ 
sociations are allowed to pay 
higher interest than banks on 
deposits of less than $100,000. 
Above that figure, the interest 
that can be paid by either 
banks or savings and loans is 
unrestricted. 
An opportunity for increased 
income from public funds 
would result from the slightly 
higher interest rates and also 
because of increased competi­ 
tion between banks and sav­ 
ings and loan associations for 


the public funds. 
Presently our Constitution 
provides that government 
funds may be deposited only in 
banks, even though Califor­ 
nia’s savings and loan industry 
has an unblemished record of 
safety. 
This lim itation annually 
costs state and local govern­ 
ments millions of dollars in in­ 
terest which would have been 
earned. The approval of this 
measure would generate new 
state and local revenue at no 
cost to the taxpayer. 
We feel it would also 
stimulate housing activity by 
expanding the financial base 
of savings and loan associa­ 
tions, the leading source of 
funds for housing construction 
and purchase. 
We recommend a yes vote 
on Proposition 8.

Rhodesian briefing 


Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
The Eskimo anguish 


WASHINGTON — There is a poignant 
story behind the oil boom in Alaska. It’s 
the story of the proud Eskimo people 
who. for centuries, had been left alone in 
their frigid, forbidding homeland. Now 
their way of life, harsh though it was, has 
been cruelly disrupted. 
We sent our roving reporter, Hal 
Bern ton. into Eskimo 
country to get the 
story. He spent a week 
with the Eskim os, 
hunting with them on 
the Arctic ice pack 
and relaxing with 
them afterw ard in 
their shanties. 
The discovery of oil 
in Prudhoe Bay has 
brought prosperity to 
the Eskimos. But it 
has also brought great 
anguish. 
With the millions in taxes they have 
collected from the oil companies, the 
Eskimos have built a fancy hotel for the 
white businessmen and bureaucrats who 
get as far north as Barrow. 
“It’s a honky hotel.” groused a young 
Eskimo woman “Our people need a 
place for the old folks to stay, an 
alcoholic treatment center, a recreation 
center for the young.” 
The Eskimos themselves live in clap­ 
board shacks alongside the multimillion- 
dollar hotel. They used to dwell in sod 
huts, which were extremely cramped but 
easy to keep warm. Their new clapboard 
houses, built of giant wooden packing 
crates and junked lumber, are more 
spacious, more cluttered and con­ 
siderably more drafty. 
Bemton was invited into the two-room 
home of a family of six. The living room, 
kitchen and bathroom were crammed 
into one miniscule room; the other room 
was jammed full of beds. 
As evidence of the Eskimos’ new 
prosperity, their yards are littered with 
broken-down automobiles, abandoned 
snowmobiles, empty Coke cans and other 
debris of the encroaching modern 
civilization. This is mingled with the 
debris of the old civilization — caribou 
hooves, walrus heads, dead seals on 
parked sleds and caribou skins flapping 
in the Arctic wind. 
The oil millions have also gone to build 
a luxurious office building, with flush 
toilets and running water, for the town 
officials. But the townspeople still haul 
their water in the form of huge ice 
chunks from a frozen fresh-w ater 
lagoon 
The water from these ice blocks, 
which should be but usually isn t boiled 
before it is used, is jealously rationed in 
each household. For toilets, most 
Eskimos use “ honey buckets" which are 
dumped outside. The raw sewage re­ 
mains frozen in the winter. But in the 
summer, the snow and sewage melt, giv­ 
ing off an awful stench. This creates a 
serious health problem for the children 
who play near the thawing sewage. 
Just a few miles from the center of 
town, the Navy has established an Arctic 
Research Laboratory. For the 300 people 
stationed here, the Navy pipes in water 
through a filtering plant from its own 
private lagoon. There are saunas, a 
recreation hall and a movie theater for 
their relaxation. 
The base is off limits to the Eskimos 
who inhabit this frozen wilderness Only 
on rare occasions, such as the showing of 
the movie “Jaws” are the townspeople 
invited inside the base 
For years, the Eskimos in Barrow had 
heated their homes with whale and seal 
oil. The Navy tapped a natural gas field, 
however, to heat the base. The Eskimos 
were eager to share in this valuable find. 
It took them 14 years of delicate negotia­ 
tions before the Navy finally agreed to 


sell some of the gas to the people of 
Barrow. 
But the curse of Barrow is alcohol, 
which white men have introduced to the 
Eskimos. Unhappily, most Eskimos are 
unable to cope with the booze, which has 
had a devastating effect upon their 
culture. 
In their sober moments, they have 
voted to ban the sale of liquor from 
Barrow. But several flourishing bootleg 
operations continue to peddle all they 
will buy. 
Our reporter encountered a young 
Eskimo, with a thick shock of black hair, 
who was a harpooner on a whale boat. No 
one was more skilled, more daring in 
pursuit of the great humpbacked whale. 
He promised to teach Bendon about 
whaling. “ But if I am going to teach 
you,” said the proud hunter, “then you 
must know all about me. You must know 
that I drink, because I do.” 
He drank so much one night that he 
was close to collapse. Ashamed to go 
home to his wife, the hunter asked 
Bemton to find a place for him to sleep. 
Bemton got a room in the luxurious hotel 
and assisted the drunken harpooner in­ 
side 
There came a knock at the door. The 
night manager insisted that the Eskimo 
couldn't stay. Sadly, resignedly; the 
great hunter staggered from the room 
and trudged down the hall into the freez­ 
ing night. There was no place for him in 
the hotel his people had built. 


Drunken Eskimos routinely are routed 
out of the hotel. Yet the town has no 
treatment center, not even a town jail, 
where they can sleep it off. So they wind 
up often in the cold street. Last year, 
three people froze to death in the streets. 
One was a 14-year-old girl who had failed 
to make it home from a drinking party. 
Medics report that children as young as 
IO years old have been treated for 
alcoholism. 


The next favorite beverage is Coca 
Cola. Many youngsters, thanks to their 
new affluence, can afford as many as 12 
cans a day. The cokes and candies, in­ 
troduced by the white man, have taken a 
terrible toll of the Eskimo children’s 
teeth. The only dentist in town is kept 
constantly busy installing dentures in the 
mouths of elementary school children. 
The Eskimos still hunt the caribou in 
the winter, the humpbacked whale in the 
spring, the walrus and seal in the sum­ 
mer. But it is no longer the same since 
the white man came to drill for oil.

We now have Mr. K issin g e r’s 
testimony to the Senate Foreign Rela­ 
tions Committee in which he explained 
our discovery of Rhodesia on his recent 
trip abroad. 
Here, briefly, is an account of what 
went before. When the Rhodesians 
declared their independence of Great 
Britain in 1965, Great 
Britain was greatly 
miffed, and asked her 
fellow members on the 
Security Council of the 
United Nations to help 
in declaring an em­ 
bargo on Rhodesia. 
That boycott, by the 
way, was not endorsed 
by the Conservative 
shadow government of 
Great Britain, foreign 
spokesman, Sir Alec. 
Hume taking the posi­ 
tion that boycotts don’t tend to work. 
Anyway, the United States, in part 
because Great Britain was being oblig­ 
ing in the matter of the Vietnam War, 
went along. 
But, in short order, we found we were 
paying twice as much money for chrome 
brought up from the mines of the Soviet 
Union, mostly by slave labor, than others 
were getting it for from Rhodesia. The 
final irony came when we caught Russia 
buying chrome in Rhodesia for the sake 
of selling it to us at twice the price. That 
was when Senator Byrd moved in with 
the so-called Byrd Amendment, which 
ordered that, boycott or no boycott, 
American businessmen could order 
chrome from Rhodesia. 
For several years, in response to pres­ 
sure from the African states, the State 
Department asked Congress please to 
repeal the Byrd Amendment. Congress 
gave the request a fairly low priority, 
and the Amendment is still on the books. 
Goes now Mr. Kissinger to Africa, and 
we discover that the end of the white 
government of Rhodesia has suddenly 
achieved a high priority in American 
policy. The most exalted assessment of 
this new policy, said to have hurt Presi­ 
dent Ford at the primaries, was Senator 
Jacob Javits’: “There are some things 
more important than being elected 
President of the United State| and this 
policy is one of them.” 
It isn t obvious why Senator Javits 
thinks it is more important to boycott 
Rhodesia because there is minority rule 
there than it is to boycott Poland because 
there is minority rule there. Or any of 
the 45 other African states because there 
is minority rule there. If what makes the 
difference is that there is a Cuban 
presence on African soil, then one 
wonders whether Cuba was emboldened 
to send a Panzer division into Africa by 
the unctuous treatment of Castro a few 
months earlier by a couple of American 
congressmen including Jacob Javits. 
Anyway, as it stands, the world’s 
perception is that suddenly the United 
States discovered the great threat to 


world peace and self-esteem of — 
Rhodesia. There may be a lot of dumb 
people in the world, but hardly enough to 
buy the proposition that the United 
States only just now discovered the 
horrors of minority rule in Rhodesia as 
distinguished from minority rule in the 
rest of Africa (four states excluded). 
The rest of the world will reason, quite 
plausibly, that what bums us is the Cuba 
factor. And the rest of the world is sure 
to reason that the Cubans, by their in­ 
tervention, prompted the American 
colossus finally to take an interventionist 
stand in Rhodesia. Even assuming the 
best, namely that the black countries 
surrounding Rhodesia reject Cuban help 


in assaulting Rhodesia, Cubans will re­ 
main national heroes in militant black 
Africa in virtue of their prim ary 
relationship to the liberation, as we call 
it. of Angola; and their secondary role as 
c ataly st of A m erican aid in the 
overthrow of Rhodesia. 


Now it would appear to be plain, after 
the fall of Mozambique and Angola, that 
the days of Rhodesian white rule are 
numbered. It appears equally plain that 
there is no assurance whatever that the 
rule that will replace Ian Smith’s will 
mean a better life for African blacks, or 
a tolerable life for Rhodesian whites. 
Kenyatta of Kenya is one of the few

rulers who stuck by his word to protect 
the minority rights of white men. In 
order to accomplish this, he acquired 
full, despotic powers for himself. So that 
it might be said, paradoxically, that in 
order to maintain the freedom of whites, 
he took away the freedom of blacks. 
In Rhodesia, it is not likely that a suc­ 
cessor government, notwithstanding the 
moderate nature of the men with whom 
Smith has dealt, it likely to follow the 
path of Kenyatta in preference to the 
path of Mozambique-Angola. When the 
dust from all of that clears, there will sit 
South Africa, like a mountain of gold, 
glistening target of African diplomacy. 
Soviet arms, and American confusion.

Where 
does the First Amendment 
guaranteeing the right of a free press 
and a defendant’s right to a fair trial 
begin? 
That is the central question involved in 
an alarming increase In the use of pre­ 
trial “gag” orders by judges — alarm­ 
ing, certainly, to the journalism profes­ 
sion. The profession 
has carried the issue 
now up to the highest 
level of the nation’s 
judicial system. 
The whole c o n ­ 
troversy, 
however, 
may. be based 
c h i a 
misconception, thinks 
one judge. It is a mis­ 
conception indulged in 
not only by judges and 
p r o s e c u t o r s 
b ut 
fostered by journalists 
themselves, and that 
is the impact of news on the public at 
large. 
Addressing the recent annual conven­ 
tion of the American Society of New­ 
spaper Editors, William J. Bauer, judge 
of the U.S. Court of Appeals in Chicago, 
told the editors some things that were 
both unsettling and comforting. 
“ I suggest.” he said, “that one of the 
things that you have fostered, because 
you have done such a superb job of 
reporting, editing and publishing, is to 
think that you really influence people. 
And that four days after they read the 
story, they remember the first thing 
about it.” 
But the fact that this judge discovered 
in trying highly publicized cases which 
had been in the headlines for weeks or 
months before the trial was that when 
prospective jurors were questioned. 94 
per cent by actual count said they could 
not remember reading anything about 
the case. 
The other six per cent remembered 
vaguely that they had read something 
about it, but only about one-half of one

per cent remembered what they had 
read and less than half of these had made 
up their minds as a result of what they 
had read. 
In other words, it appears there is 
more than a little truth to the old saying 
that nothing is deader than yesterday’s 
news. 
This certainly is not very inspirational 
to those of us who labor to bring today’s 
news to the public. However, it does 
serve to put the gag-rule controversy, it 
seems, into a better perspective. 
THOUGHTS WHILE SHAVING 
An example of bureaucracy in action. 
In Mesa County Valley School District in 
Colorado, the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare was attempting 
to force a sweeping bilingual-bicultural 
program on the district. A judge put a 
halt to it when it was discovered that of 
13.000 students in the system, only 13 
were bilingual or spoke only Spanish. He 


also noted that the district already had a 
program of individualized instruction 
aimed at bringing non-English speaking 
students into regular classrooms full­ 
time. File this news under “T,” for Tam­ 
ing the Bureaucracy ... Our 11-year-old 
boy and some of his frier i* became 
adventuresome last week and decided to 
camp out in the hills near Jalama.
